There Are 40,000 Troops in and 
Neiff Palinlu^ 10 Miles From 
the Bnlgtrian inrontier. 



WAR A QUESTION OF A FEW DAYS 



Great Excitement in the Town of 
Gaitebevo and the People Are 
~ BeinoTiiiff nieir Property. 



Reported That Insurgents Under Qen. 
Zontchieff Were Defeated With 
Qrtat Slaughter Near Melnik 
—Bulgarians Masaaered. 

London, Sopt. 22. — A. dispatch from 
the town of Giitchevo, on the Turco- 
Biilgarian frontier, to the Dall Mail, 
reports that great exclttement prevails 
in tbe district because of a skinolah 
between Turlctsh and Bulgarian troops 
Saturday on the mountain range which 
forms the boundary line. 

The general impreBsion is that war 
is only a Question of a few days, and 
the people are remoYlng their prop- 
erty from the frontier dietricts to 
places of safety. 

The dispatch adds that Turkey is 
massing 40,000 troops in and around 
Palaska, ten milee from the Bulgarian 
frontier, againit which force the Bal* 
garians hara ovef 4,000 men at Kos- 
tendil. 

The Turkish frontier offlcers, says a 
dispatch to the Times from Kubnitza 
Bulgaria, report* that the insurgents 
under Gen. Zontchieff were defeated, 
with great slaughter, near Melnilc, and 
a great number of BulRarians were 
ma«8acred in the neighboring villages, 
fceveral of which are burning. 

Sofia, Bulgaria, Sept 22.— It la re- 
ported that BOO Turks were killed 
with dynamite while fighting against 
a body of insurgents in the Kresna 
deille. 

According to Information received 
at rerolutlonary headquarters from 
Ifonastir 120 persons perished In the 
flamea of their burning villages near 
Kastoria, and more than 1.200 bodies 
of women and children are said to be 
lying unburled in the fields and on 
the roadsides around that place.

London, Sept 22.— The queatioa of 
the support from the nationalipt party 
for the new fiscal policy of retaliation 
is said to be the subject of negotiations 
between the government and the Irish 
leaders. It is reported that Chief 
Irish Secretary Kyndham la offering 
concessions in the shape of a Roman 
Catholic college at Dublin, while the 
nationalists, on the other hand, are 
demanding a measure of loeal self 
government as the price of their sup- 
port It appears clear that the na- 
tionallsts intended to use the cabinet 
crisis for a lever.

Purchased the Kylemore Castle 
and Estate For $315,000. 

London, Sept. 22.— The duke of Man- 
chester, who married, in 1900, Helen, 
daughter of Eugene Zimmerman, of 
Cincinnati, has purchased for $316,000 
Kylemore castle and eetat^e, compris- 
ing 13,000 acres, situated on Lough 
Kylemore, Ooanemara. The place 
formerly belonged to the late Mitchell 
Henry, M. P., who built the castle. 
It is one of the noblesti and most ro- 
mantically altuated residences in Ire- 
land. It has often been assigned by 
rumor as a probably royal residence. 
It is estimated Mr. Henry spent |2.- 
500,000 in buikiing the CMtlO^ Slid ia 
improving tjic estate.

Central Labor' Union ef'WaahIhgton 
Adopted Reaolutlons Which Were 
Sent to the President Urging 
Miller'a Diamlaaal. 

Washington, Sept. 22.— The case ot 
Assistant Foreman W. A. Miller, of 
the government printing office, who 
was reinstated in bis poeition by order 
ot President RooseveU, after he bad 
been dismissed becauso of his azpul- 
■Ion from the local bookbinders' 
union, came up for informal discus- 
sion at the meeting Monday of the ex- 
ecutive council of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor. No statement could 
be obtained at the conclusion of Mon- 
day's proceedings. 

A new feature of the case occurred 
when President Whitmore of the 
Stercotypers' union, employed at the 
government printing oflice, petitioned 
President Oompers in favor of Millier, 
urging him not to give the support of 
the federation to the petition to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, asking lor Miller's re- 
moval, sent out as a memorial from 
the Central Labor union of this city, 
and which, it is said, President Whit- 
more characterized as a blunder. 
President Whitmore is a life long re- 
publican, and also one of the most 
prominent union men of the city. It 
ia aaid that aome other strong union 
men at the government printing c^ce 
will Join Mr. Whltjnore Inihis stand. 

The Central Labor union of this 
city Monday night took supplemental 
action In the caae of W. A. Miller and 
adopted atrong reeolutlona, which were 
eent to President Roosevelt, urging 
Miller's dismissal. The union earneiit- 
ly retjiicsts the president to nioilify 
his orders of last July to Secretary 
Corteiyou, in which the president says 
there must be no discrimination be- 
tween union and non-union labor, and 
they further petition that "W. A. Mil- 
ler, assistant foreman in the bindery 
of the government printing office, bo 
dismissed, to promote the efficiency of 
the servioe. on charges made by the 
Bookbinders' union, which prove his 
unfitness for a public servant."

The Bankera' Association waa the firat 

or.{anization in the State to endorse the 
movement inaugurated by the Kentucky 
Exhibit Aisociation, looking to the erec- 
tion of a Kentucky Building and full dis- 
play of the State's products and resour- 
cea at the great World's Fair in U)04. 
The resolution adopted then provided 
for the appointment of a eommittea to 
help raise the fund for the purpose. The 
report of the work done by the commit- 
tee during the year waa made by tha Sec- 
retary of the Exhibit .\880ciation at the 
ilopkinsville meeting. It showed that 
fifty banks and trust ooapsDlaa have al* 
ready sntlecribed, the amounts ranging 
from $lo toS-'iOO, according to the capital- 
bation of the institution.
